1 . Introduction 



When the Government announced, in Spring 1968, that the question of the 
siting of the third London airport was to be referred to a Commission (the 
Roskill Commission), it was deduced from preliminary programme planning 
within the Board of Trade that such a Commission would need up-to-date 
information about passengers’ origins and destinations at the London area 
airports, and that delay in initiating this work would involve serious delays in 
the Commission’s work. Therefore a survey was put in hand in advance of the 
appointment of the Roskill Commission. 

There had been two previous origin and destination surveys at Heathrow, a 
Ministry of Aviation survey in 1965 and one in 1966 by Freeman, Fox, Whbur 
Smith and Associates for the British Airports Authority. It is interesting to note 
that where the data from the 1965 survey overlap with the new, 1968, survey, it 
pointed to similar conclusions. The 1966 survey was part of a larger traffic 
survey at Heathrow and Gatwick and was also concerned with mode of travel. 
Again it pointed to similar conclusions. This new survey was designed to fill in 
some of the gaps left by the previous work and to extend the coverage; it was 
intended not only to provide vital information for the Commission, since it was 
thought that surface transport was likely to be one of the most important 
factors in its deliberations, but also to generate information which could be 
made use of not only by the Board of Trade but by the British Airports 
Authority and any other interested parties. 

This report is intended more as a prospectus than as a full and detailed report 
of the results. From the various computer tabulations 18 tables have been 
prepared, mainly to highlight the more interesting results and to show the 
extent of the data. Clearly for those wishing to make use of these results for 
detailed research these tables may prove inadequate and reference may have to 
be made to the computer tabulations, or even to the raw data from which new 
tabulations may have to be derived. The specifications of the raw data and 
details of available tabulations are given in Part 4 of this report. In Part 2 the 
survey itself is described in detail and the four questionnaires are given ; in 
Part 3 all the terms used have been defined. Part 5 contains a short summary of 
the results and a few tentative conclusions. 
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2. Description of the survey 



The survey was designed by the Government Social Survey (GSS) who carried out 
the samphng and interviewing of international passengers as an addition to the 
International Passenger Survey (IPS) which is conducted on a continuing basis. 
The survey of domestic passengers was undertaken by a contractor. Final coding 
and tabulation was the responsibility of the GSS who now have the raw data. 

The period 15 August to 15 November was chosen because it contains a peak 
month — ^August/September— continues through a ‘shoulder’ period and ends 
near the ‘trough’ in passenger traffic during November. Thus the differing 
characteristics of these extremes could be investigated. It was also the case, 
though largely fortuitous, that this period of 93 days contained, for most of the 
airports, one quarter of the annual traffic which made it easier to give some idea 
of the magnitudes on an annual basis. Since the results are given primarily in 
proportions, the length of the sample period and volume of traffic are not vital 
so long as the period covers most types and levels of traffic. 

The sampling technique employed was a stratified random sample. In general 
the planned sample was to be 1 per cent. Full details of the intervals and weights 
used are given in Appendix A. For example international passengers at 
Heathrow terminal 2 were counted as they passed through immigration, 
whether inbound or outbound, and every fiftieth person was approached. Since 
the survey was operated for half of each day this was effectively 1 per cent. 
Slightly different time-tables were followed elsewhere but in general a similar 
procedure was followed. Sampling domestic passengers was more difficult since 
there is no one point, like immigration, through which all passengers must pass. 
Passengers were interviewed either as they assembled for departure or as they 
passed through the arrival gates. Because it collects passengers directly from the 
aircraft the BEA Executive Coach was sampled separately. 

The airports in the London area which were covered were : 

Heathrowfor international and domestic passengers 
Gatwick for international and domestic passengers 
Luton for international passengers only 
Southend for international passengers only 
Mansion for international passengers only 
Southampton for domestic passengers only 

The questionnaires used were developed after consultation with the Board of 
Trade and Commission on the Third London Airport. Because the survey was 
to be added to the IPS there was a requirement that the maximum number of 
questions should be limited. However, one advantage of adding it to the IPS 
was that such questions as country of residence, journey purpose and flight 
number were inter alia already in the questionnaire. 

At an early stage the decision was taken to concentrate on origins and 
destinations classified by nationality and journey purpose. It was felt that 
earlier surveys had not probed deeply enough into ultimate ori gins and 
destinations and that although many people travelled apparently to or from 
Central London they were merely passing through. It was also decided to 
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attempt to analyse the interline and interchange traffic passing through, in 
particular, Heathrow. 

Earher surveys had also probed the question of the mode of transport used 
on the journey to the airport. This would have been a difficult question, because 
more than one mode could have been used, therefore likely to overburden the 
questionnaire, and fairly good information on this was already available from 
the earher survey. Furthermore, the modes of transport used are specific to 
airports in their present location and one can plan for a particular modal spht 
in the future. Therefore information of this kind was omitted from the present 
survey. 

It was suggested at one stage that a socio-economic classification should be 
attempted. This would have been very difficult to ascertain with any real 
accuracy using an interview technique on this scale, because the need to keep 
the questionnaire brief precluded a comphcated sequence of questions. 

A trial questionnaire was developed and tested in July 1968 and after revision 
it was duly added to the IPS in August of that year. At the same time the 
contractor’s survey of domestic passengers was started. The four questionnaires 
used are reproduced in full at the end of this section. 

Altogether some 36,000 interviews were completed successfully, a response 
rate of over 87 per cent. 

Although the survey was completed in November coding could not start untU 
early 1969, Nevertheless tabulations based on ‘clean’ data (that is fuUy checked 
for anomahes) were available by early summer 1969 and it is on these results 
that this report is based.

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3. Definitions 



The following terms may require definition: 

(a) Net tenninating passengers 

Net terminating passengers are airline passengers who arrive at or leave an 
airport by surface means and who give as their purpose for visiting the UK 
some reason other than merely interlining. The number is, in effect, terminal 
passengers net of interline passengers. 

(b) Interline passengers 

Interhne passengers are passengers who change planes at the airport and who 
give interhning as their reason for visiting the UK. They can be divided into 
international to international, domestic to international, and domestic to 
domestic interline passengers, depending on whether one or both of their flights 
was a domestic one. International to international interhne passengers are 
further subdivided into ‘airside’ and ‘landside’ interline passengers. Airside 
ones are passengers who do not pass through immigration and customs controls . 
Landside ones are passengers who pass through immigration and customs 
controls and spend some time in the UK before boarding their next flight. Most 
interhne passengers spend less than 24 hours in the UK. But a smah proportion 
spending more than 24 hours is included because these people gave as their 
chief reason for visiting the UK the fact that it was only a stage on their journey. 

(c) Terminal passengers 

Terminal passengers are those who join or leave a flight at the airport. They 
can be divided into domestic and international terminal passengers. 

(d) Transit passengers 

Passengers who arrive and depart on the same flight are classified as in transit. 

(e) Total passenger movements 

This is the total of ah passengers who arrive or depart at an airport. Transit 
passengers are counted twice (as are ah interhne passengers) since they both 
arrive and depart by plane and therefore constitute two passenger movements. 

The relationship between these various classifications can be expressed as 
foUows : 

Terminal passengers are total passengers movements less twice transit 
passengers. 

Net international terminating passengers are international terminal 
passengers less twice international to international interhne passengers 
less domestic to international interhne passengers (who undertake only one 
international movement). 

Net domestic terminating passengers are domestic terminal passengers 
less twice domestic to domestic interhne passengers less domestic to 
international interhne passengers. 

The reasoning behind these classifications becomes clear when it is remembered 
that the purpose was not to count passengers as individuals but to analyse 
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passenger movements. An interline or transit passenger, although one 
individual, accounts for two passenger movements. 

The analysis of surface origins and destinations concerns those passengers 
here defined as net terminating, hence the necessity for isolating this 
classification. 

The following ‘family tree’ of relationships is given to further clarify these 
classifications :

(f) Sea transfer passengers 

Sea transfer passengers are in effect interline passengers, one leg of whose 
journey is by sea. Their numbers were too small to merit detailed analysis. 

(g) Origin and destination 

Origin and destination is always ultimate origin and destination unless 
otherwise specified. In some cases, passengers have been allotted an immediate 
as well as an ultimate origin and destination (see table 7). The distinction 
between immediate and ultimate can best be explained by an example : 

Suppose a passenger travels from Norwich to Heathrow via London. If he 
stops in London to make a connection and stays for less than 24 hours, 
then Norwich is his ultimate origin. If he stops for more than 24 hours in 
London for any reason whatsoever, then London is his ultimate origin. In 
both cases he has an ultimate origin only and no immediate origin. If, 
however, he stops in London for less than 24 hours for some reason other 
than merely making a connection, then he is given two origins, an 
immediate one in London and an ultimate one in Norwich. 

The survey assigned a zone of origin or destination to all passengers 
interviewed except for those interline passengers who stayed less than 24 hours 
and did not pass a night in the UK. The system whereby Great Britain is 
classified into zones follows that used by the Ministry of Transport. The first 
division is into the eleven economic planning regions. These are subdivided 
into areas and further subdivided into zones. The results presented here show 
the origins and destinations of passengers by economic planning region only 
(tables 2-5). Passengers coming from or going to the south-east regions are 
further analysed by area, and passengers with origin and destination within the 
GLC Inner area are analysed by zone (tables 6(a)-(d)). The results for the other 
regions have not been provided in greater detail in order to reduce the bulk of 
the report and also to avoid high relative sampling errors, since the number of 
passengers with origin and destination in these regions is small compared with 
the South-East. 
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Northern Ireland, Isle of Man, and the Channel Islands, do not appear in the 
tables of surface origin and destination, since passengers to or from them 
would appear either as interline (table 8) or as sea transfer passengers. 

In addition to their zones passengers were also asked for their airport of 
origin and destination. These results are shown in tables 8-11. In the case of 
international passengers, the airports have been grouped into countries or 
combinations of countries. 

(h) UK and foreign passengers 

A passenger is classified as UK or foreign, depending on whether the country 
in which he last lived for 12 months was the UK or some other country. 

(i) Domestic and international passengers 

A passenger is classified as domestic if his flight is between two points both of 
which are in the UK (including the Channel Islands). Otherwise he is classified 
as international. 

0 Business and leisure passengers 

Journey purpose is divided into business and leisure in the following way. 

A passenger is classified as a business passenger if his journey purpose is : 

(a) business, 

(b) nulitary (on duty), 

(c) airline (on duty), 

(d) merchant navy (on duty). 

He is classified as a leisure passenger if his journey purpose is : 

(a) taking or resuming employment, 

(b) holiday, 

(c) studies (full-time), 

(d) visiting friends or relatives. 

These categories are not exhaustive and, apart from interline passengers, there 
is a residual element of passengers travelling for other reasons, such as both 
business and leisure or for medical purposes . 
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4. Specification of the data 



The completed schedules are stored at present with the Government Social 
Survey. From the schedules two sets of punched cards were produced. One set 
is lodged with the computer firm, and the other is stored in the Public Records 
Office. 

The cards were vetted by the Government Social Survey LEO III computer 
and the information, in detail, is now stored on magnetic tape. All the 
programming was conducted in CLEO computer language. 

To date the Government Social Survey have produced the following tables : 

table A— analysis of UK origin/destination of contacts travelling on 
international air routes. 

table B — analysis of UK origin/destination of contacts travelling on 
domestic ah* routes. 

These tables present the results by three-monthly periods, 15 August — 

14 September 1968, 15 September — 14 October 1968, 15 October — 

14 November 1968. Passengers are divided into UK and foreign residents. The 
tables present data on business, leisure and total passengers for each month of 
the survey. The results for Heathrow, and other airports are separated 
throughout. Table A also presents arriving and departing passengers 
separately, and further data on weekend and weekday passengers. 

table C — analysis of immediate UK surface origin/destination by UK 
surface routes. 

table D — analysis of passenger origm/destination (international). 

table D(ii) — analysis of passenger origin/destination (domestic). 

table E — analysis of aircraft origin/destination. 

table F — analysis of aircraft type. 

table G — analysis of air transfer passengers. 

table H — analysis of sea transfer passengers. 

Copies of these tables are available, at cost, from the Government Social 
Survey. 

Should any justifiable supplementary tables be required arrangements can be 
made, again at cost, with the Government Social Survey. Simple tabulations 
merely involving sorting the punch cards using a Hollerith machine can be 
produced quite cheaply and for many purposes this should be satisfactory. If 
on the other hand more complicated tabulations are required involving the use 
of weights or other multipliers then a computer programme would have to be 
specially written. This would be very costly but could nevertheless be arranged. 

In either case GSS could not guarantee that tables could be produced by any 
given date. In some instances it might be quicker to obtain copies of the 
relevant card packs . The computer tape with the original data on it can be 
copied but it could then only be used on a computer compatible with the 
LEO III. 
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5. Summary of results and conclusions 



The tables in section 6 have been produced from the tabulations mentioned 
above. In order to give an idea of the magnitude of these figures on an annual 
basis an attempt has been made to gross up the sample. However, it is very 
important to remember that we have assumed the same general characteristics 
for this quarter’s traffic as for the rest of the year, possibly justified because it 
embraces both peak and trough, and also the figures for that one quarter are 
based on a one per cent sample. Thus the margins of error in these results are 
large. Naturally the greater the aggregation of the sample categories the more 
reliable the results. Thus some of the results in table 5 are clearly subject to 
considerable error whereas the interline totals in table 1 are probably not far 
from the truth. 

In nearly all the tables the distinction is made between Heathrow and the 
other airports. The latter are usually considered together. Consequently the 
airports actually included under the designation ‘other airports’ vary from table 
to table depending, for example, on whether domestic or international 
passengers are considered. We have not produced tables based on the monthly 
data, all are either for the three months or grossed up for the year. The only 
point of interest to emerge from a comparison of the three monthly figures is, 
quite predictably, that the proportion of business to leisure passengers increases 
between August and November. This results in a sHghtly higher proportion of 
passengers gomg to or from central London in the latter month. Otherwise, 
surprisingly, there does not seem to be very much difference in the pattern of 
traffic although the level is so different. 

For ease of reference the following summary deals with the tables in sequence : 



Tables 1(a) and 1(b) 

These tables show the relationship between different types of passenger 
movement at the London area airports. At Heathrow net ter min ating passengers 
are 78-9 per cent of total passenger movements, or, put another way, about one 
fifth of passengers arriving by air at Heathrow will depart by air within 24 hours. 
This proportion is very much lower at Gatwick where 92 per cent of total 
passenger movements are terminating. Taking all the London area airports we 
find that 16 per cent of terminal passengers are in fact interline passengers. This 
tends to confirm the position of London, and Heathrow in particular, as the 
‘Clapham Junction’ of the airways. 



Tables 2 to 6 

These tables summarise the main results of the survey and show the surface 
origin or destination of all terminating passengers at London area airports ; all 
terminating passengers because that is the population from which the sample 
was drawn. In addition those interline passengers who spent one night or longer 
in the UK were included. The figures of origins and destination are tabulated 
by journey purpose and then by UK and foreign residents. In each table the 
results for Heathrow and the other airports are presented separately. Tables 2, 

3 and 6 give the results as a percentage of the sample population. 
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The annual estimates shown in tables 4 and 5 were found by applying those 
percentages to estimates of the annual number of net terminating passengers 
plus those interline passengers staying more than one night who would have 
been included in the survey of origins and destinations. This latter group was in 
fact a very small proportion of total interline passengers. 

The four tables comprising table 6 are an analysis in detail of the large 
proportion of air travellers found to have origins or destinations in the 
South-East. 

Heathrow international passengers (Tables 2, 4 and 6(a)) 

Slightly over half of both business and leisure passengers were found to be 
foreign residents. However, when passengers travelling for other purposes are 
included UK residents are just in the majority and the ratio of foreign to UK 
residents turns out to be close to the national average. 

Of Heathrow international passengers, 78 per cent had origins or destinations 
in the South-East (London metropohtan) region. The majority (nearly 60 
per cent) of these were foreign residents while the proportion of business and 
leisure passengers are very similar. Rather more than half of the passengers with 
origins or destinations in this region had them in the GLC Inner Area, and of 
these more than half were travelling to or from the City of Westminster. In 
other words 26 per cent of aU Heathrow international passengers (in 1968 about 
2,568,500 passengers) had origins or destinations in this zone. However, the 
vast majority (over 80 per cent) were foreign residents who, for the most part, 
must have been staying in the hotels which predominate in that area. In fact the 
greater part of the foreign residents travelling to or from the South-East 
(metropolitan) region did so to or from the GLC Inner Area. By contrast the 
majority of UK residents with origin or destination in the SE (metropohtan) 
region were not travelhng to or from the central London boroughs. These 
proportions for the business and leisure groups were similar, except that more 
UK residents travelhng for business than for leisure travelled to the Inner area. 

Heathrow domestic passengers (tables 3, 5 and 6(c)) 

An even higher proportion (88 per cent) of domestic passengers at Heathrow 
had their origin or destination in the South-East (London metropohtan) region. 
But, in contrast to international passengers, UK residents predominate. The 
proportions of business and leisure passengers assigned to this region are very 
similar. Again the figures reflect the flow of UK business travellers to the city 
centre. 41 per cent of domestic passengers were travelling to or from the GLC 
Inner Area and of these again about half were travelhng to or from the City 
and Westminster. Within the South-East (London metropohtan) region the 
majority of foreign residents had origins or destinations in the GLC Inner 
Area, whereas the opposite was true of UK residents. 

International passengers at other airports (tables 2, 4 and 6(b)) 

At the other airports (Gatwick, Luton, Southend and Manston), the 
proportion of international passengers travelhng to or from the South-East 
(London metropohtan) region is smaller than at Heathrow (59 per cent) and 
United Kingdom residents are in the majority. The proportion of business 
passengers assigned to this region (69 per cent) is rather higher than the 
proportion of leisure passengers (58 per cent), but on the other hand, business 
passengers are a much smaller proportion of the total than they are at Heathrow. 
Similarly, the proportion of foreign residents within the journey purpose 
categories is also lower (3 1 per cent of business and 14 per cent of leisure 
passengers). Twenty eight per cent of international passengers were travelhng to 
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or from the GLC Inner Area (compared with 47 per cent at Heathrow). And, in 
contrast to Heathrow, the majority of these passengers were UK residents 
reflecting the relative absence of international operators at these airports. But, 
just as at Heathrow, within the South-East (London metropohtan) region the 
majority of foreign passengers were travelling to or from the GLC Inner Area 
while the majority of UK residents were travelling to or from other areas within 
the region. It is interesting to note that these other airports have a proportion- 
ately very much larger flow of UK leisure passengers to and from the regions. 
The reasons for this are clearly the inclusive tour business at Luton and Gatwick 
and the car ferries at Southend, all specialised services used mainly by UK 
residents. 

Domestic passengers at other airports (tables 3, 5 and 6(d)) 

The flow of domestic air service passengers from other airports (Gatwick 
and Southampton) to the South-East (London metropolitan) region is 55 per 
cent of the total and of this a small share is composed of foreign residents. 

Six per cent of passengers were traveUhag to or from the City and Westminster. 

13 per cent were travelling to or from the Southampton-Portsmouth urban 
area. This latter proportion can be explained by the fact that only Gatwick and 
Southampton airports are being considered here. 

At all the London area airports for both domestic and international 
passengers the flow to and from the South-East (London metropolitan) region 
predominates, with the GLC Inner Area predominant in that. But even these 
figures may xmderestimate the traffic flow between Heathrow and central 
London because many passengers who gave as their prime origin or destination 
places in other parts of England wiU surely have passed through central London. 
Some of those who stayed for a short period, less than 24 hours, were isolated 
(see table 7) but those who passed straight through were not. The actual number 
of these ‘London transit’ passengers could not have been large since well over 
four-fifths of all passengers had origins or destinations within the South-East 
and many of the others will have travelled direct to or from the airport. 

One of the reasons why the regions other than the South-East accounted for 
relatively few passenger movements, particularly the Northern ones, is almost 
certainly that many people from the North and Scotland travel to Heathrow by 
air (see table 12). Another reason is, of course, the existence of airports with 
some international services in other parts of the country. Nevertheless it does 
look as though at present the bulk of UK residents who travel by air live in the 
South-East and the majority of foreigners visiting this country are heading for 
London. 

Table? 

In this table we summarise the results of the questions designed to probe the 
immediate as weU as the ultimate destination of those people who made one 
stop either going to or from the airport. In this case an immediate origin or 
destination is defined as one at which the journey to or from the airport is 
broken for less than 24 hours/or reasons other than those connected with that 
journey. 

In the event the proportion of passengers to whom this applied was small, 
about 2-7 per cent of the total sample. Eighty-mne per cent of these passengers 
had their immediate origin or destination in the South-East (London 
metropolitan) region. Of these nearly three quarters had their ultimate origin or 
destination outside that region. Because of the small size of this sample little 
significance can be attached to the numerical results . 

Unfortunately no tabulations have as yet been prepared to probe ‘journey 
purpose’ immediate origins and destinations. For example, those people who, 
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wliile travelling from Heathrow to a destination in the North of England, make 
a stop of, say, less than 24 hours in London solely in order to make a connection, 
will, from the point of view of those planning surface access to Heathrow, be 
part of the passenger flow to central London. It can be seen from the 
questionnaires that the information was gathered to enable such passengers to 
be identified, and this could be done in a future tabulation. Nevertheless it is 
possible to make some estimates of those people, for instance, who made a 
journey purpose stop in GLC Inner Area (City and Westminster, Kensington, 
Lambeth and Camden), an area which includes all the main line railway stations 
and main bus stations. From table 2 it can be seen that 9-9 per cent of 
international passengers at Heathrow had origins or destinations outside the 
South-East, Midlands and East Anglia. A large proportion of such passengers 
will probably have passed through central London. Also many passengers 
bound for Kent and East Anglia will have had a journey purpose stop in Central 
London. Therefore it may be found that perhaps ten per cent of passengers, 
over and above the 40 per cent with origin or destination in central London, 
passed through the centre of London, stopping to make a transport connection. 

Table 8 

Passengers were also asked for their airside origin or destination. In table 8 
the airport of origin or destination of domestic terminating trafiic is shown. In 
the event domestic interline passengers were excluded from the sample and not 
interviewed because it was thought that this would involve double counting. 
Thus the domestic interline trafiic (tables 1 1 and 12) was obtained from the 
international passenger interviews. 

The data presented in this table are from the sample and are generally but not 
completely consistent with actual airline statistics. 

At Heathrow of the twenty airports mentioned in passengers’ repUes, six 
accounted for 80 per cent of the trafiic, namely Glasgow, Edinburgh, Belfast, 
Jersey, Manchester and Newcastle. At other London airports the Channel 
Islands airports accounted for 70 per cent of the traffic, which goes a long way 
towards explaining why so many people were travelling all the way to the 
London area from distant regions to catch domestic flights— Channel Islands 
flights are domestic. 

Tables 9(a) and 9(b) 

These tables show the country of origin and destination of international 
terminating passengers. Europe predominates with 66 per cent of passengers at 
Heathrow and 88 per cent at the other airports. Next in importance is North 
American (17 per cent and 8 per cent), then the Irish Republic (7 per cent and 
3 per cent). Note also the very high proportion (40 per cent of passengers from 
the other airports (Gatwick, Luton, Manston and Southend) going to Iberia 
(Spain, Portugal, Canary Islands and Gibraltar). It is probably fair to suggest 
that a large number of these will have been travelling on inclusive tours which 
helps to confirm the proposition about traffic between the regions and these 
airports menti oned above in the discussion of international passengers at other 

airports. 

Table 10 

The data on interline passengers which emerged from this study has proved 
extremely interesting since it was the first comprehensive survey of this traffic. 
The most salient fact to show up was the very large proportion (54 per cent) of 
international interline passengers who were travelling to or from North 
America as one leg of their journey and of these over half were going to or from 
Europe. In fact we estimate that in 1968 173,500 passengers passed through 
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Heathrow travelling between Europe and the United States making a change of 
aircraft. 

Table 11 

Of the domestic to international interline passengers at Heathrow and Gatwick 
14 per cent were travelling to or from North America, but over 75 per cent were 
bound for Europe with Iberia (mostly Spain) accounting for 14 per cent, West 
Germany for 1 3 per cent and France for 10 per cent. 

Table 12 

In this table we present the other aspect of the previous data with the inclusion 
of the international to Channel Islands mterhne traffic, alongside the airline 
statistics for the main domestic routes from London. Overall, 23 per cent of 
domestic terminal passengers are interline. This proportion varies widely 
between different routes, from 86 per cent for Birroingham to 16 per cent for 
Glasgow. There appears to be a direct relationship between the distance from 
London and the proportion of interline traffic. Thus Birmingham is too near for 
much local passenger traffic between London and Birmingham to be attracted 
from convenient raff services to air. On the other hand Glasgow by an is less 
than three hours city centre to city centre, therefore much quicker than rail and 
so competitive. Thus purely domestic originating and destined traffic 
predominates on that route. These results also help to explain the low 
proportions of international passengers at Heathrow whose surface origins 
and destinations were in zones outside the South-East — ^many of them 
travelled by domestic air services. 

Table 13 

This table puts side by side some of the information in tables 2 and 12. Its 
purpose is to compare the proportions of passengers who travel by surface 
means and by air to and from the London area airports and the regions. 

Scotland generates the highest proportion of air travellers amongst passengers 
who had that region as their origin or destination (53 per cent), while the West 
Midlands generates the lowest (1 1 per cent). 

Table 14 

Table 14 shows the percentages of passengers travelling by the different types 
of aircraft and produces no surprises. 

Table 15 

In this table, passengers are analysed by firstly the airlane their aircraft was 
using and, secondly, by the origin or destination, in broad geographical areas, 
of the aircraft they were travelling on. These last two tables are broadly 
consistent with the aircraft traffic statistics.
